A straight 8-cent carfare with no 
special token rate or, in lieu of that a 
10-cent cash fare and continue use 
of tokens, but at the increased rate of 
four for 30 cents, were the alterna- 
tive demands made yesterday by the 
Capital Traction Co. when it petitioned 
the Public Utilities Commission for the 
right to charge increased rates of car- 
fare. The two proposals mean approxi- 
mately the same thing ir dollars and 
cents to the company. Either would 
net the corporation around $500,000 ad- 
ditional in net income and would raise 
the rate of return on the existing val- 
uation of $27,000,000, fror 3.8 per cent, 
which it was last year, to 5.3 per cent.

PN-12 Ascends More Than 
12,000 Feet With Useful 
Load of 4,400 Pounds. 


Philadelphia, June 15 (A.P.).—Com- 
mander Weyerbacher, of the Philadel- 
phia Naval Aircraft Factory, announced 
tonight that the seaplane PN-12 
(A-7383), carrying a useful load of 
2,000 kilograms (approximately 4,400 
pounds), had broken the world’s alti- 
tude record for Class C-2 planes by as- 
cending more than :2,000 feet. The 
fight was made today at the Philadel- 
phia Navy Yard. 

The plane was flown by Lieut. Ar- 
thur Gavin, flight officer at the air- 
craft factory. He was unaccompanied. 
Lieut. Gavin was the recipient last 
year of the Schiff trophy for the great- 
est number of hours safely in the air. 
He also flew a sister ship of the PN-12. 
A-7383, which recently broke the 
world’s endurance record by remain- 
ing in the air for 36 hours. 

The PN-12, Al7383, is equipped with 
two Pratt & Whitney R-1690 radio air- 
cooled engines, commonly known as the 
“Hornet.” Her load consisted of zinc 
bars. 

The old record for this type of plane 
was 7,538 feet and was meade by Lieut. 
d¢ Vaisseau, of Paris. in a C, A. M. A. 
on August 18, 1925, at St. Raphael.

Senate Floor Leader’s Status 
as Farm Belt Leader Helps 
Him to Victory.

Kansas City, Mo., July 15 (AP.).— 
Charles Curtis, of Kansas, born on a 
Kaw Indian reservation, and succes- 
sively jockey, hack driver, lawyer and 
United States senator, was chosen to- 
day by the Republican national con- 
vention as the vice presidential candi- 
date to stand beside Herbert Hoover in 
the election next November. 

The leader of the majority in the 
Senate was swept to victory at the 
final session of the gathering by a 
vote of 1,052 to 34. A moment later 
the indorsement was made unanimous 
by a roaring chorus. There was only 
one ballot. 

Thirteen votes for Charles G. Dawes, 
nineteen for Herman L. Ekern, of Wis- 
consin, and two for Hanford MacNider, 
of Iowa, prevented the registration of 
a solid vote for the Kansan in the be- 
ginning. Not a word was raised in 
protest when the motion was made to 
have the convention go on record en 
bloc for him. 


Landslide Began Early. 


Curtis, who until yesterday was a 
candidate for the Presidency, appeared 
on the platform after he had been 
nominated; thanked the convention for 
selecting Lim; told the delegates that 
he had hoped to have the honors 
which went to Mr. Hoover: praised 
President Coolidge and the Secretary 
of Commerce, and predicted victory for 
the ticket In the autumn. He was gen- 
erously applauded. 

The landslide to Curtis began outside 
the convention hall some time in the 
early morning hours and when the 
convention met it was a foregone con- 
clusion that he would be named. 
Party leaders had been rushing about 
from headquarters to headquarters all 
night, feeling out first one man and 
then another, in an effort to single on 
some one, satisfactory to Mr. Hoover 
and who could be named without a 
cat-and-dog fight on the convention 
floor. The agricultural question 
bulked large in the decision, although 
it was patent that a man from the 
Middle West would be chosen. 

Curtis voted for the McNary-Haugen 
bill, which President Coolidge vetoed, 
but had voted against overriding the 
veto of that measure. 
ered himself an admirable compro- 
mise candidate for the presidential 
nomination, but the stampede to Hoo- 
ver before the convention opened dis- 
sipated any need for compromise. 


“Close to Agriculture.” 


The vice presidential nominee, a vet- 
eran campaigner, described by those 
who proposed him for second place 
on the ticket as a man close to agri- 
culture, on which there has developed 
sharp differences of opinion within the 
Republican party. | 

Many of the delegates believed he 
might bring closer together the party 
leadership and the McNary-Haugen 
bloc, which was overridden at every 
turn during the convention. 

As ww the oase of Hoover's nomina- 
tion, the slide to Curtis began in the 
Pennsylvania delegation, which early 
today decided to cast its 79 votes for 
him New York followed soon after- 
ward with its 90, and from that time 
until the opening of the convention 
one State after another fell into line, 
and it: was apparent long before the 
balloting began that the Kansan would 
be named by an overwhelming ma- 
jority, if not by a unanimous vote. 

Seeing the trend of affairs, many vice 
presidential candidates allowed their 
booms to collapse quietly, although 
several men were placed in nomination, 
only to be withdrawn in Curtis’ favor. 
Those whose names went before the 
convention were John Q. Tilson, of 
Connecticut, Republican floor ieader 
of the House; Goy. Fuller of Massa 
chusetts, former Gov. Chase M. Osborne 
of Michigan, and Gov. Sam Baker of 
Missouri.

The Nationalists made 
Nanking their capital shortly after the 
capture of Shanghai 

Were the Nationalists to abandon 
Peking as a capital and transfer the 
center of their government, they would 
be following in the footsteps of Soviet 
Russia, which left the new capital es- 
tablished by Peter the Great and re-

Constantinople is another capital 
which has been deserted by its new 
government. But Mustapha Kemal 
elected to go 'o an unknown interior 
town, Angora, instead of the historic 
capital of Broussa, where, so many of 
Turkey’s sultans are buried and which 
is rich with the best traditions of old 
Turkey. 

Soviet Russia deserted Petrograd, now 
Leningrad. to get away from foreign 
pressure which might be brought 
through navies. The Turkish National- 
ists were influenced also by the same 
motive, but !f China were to transfer 
from inland Peking to Nanking it 
would expose its seat of government to 
warships on the Yangtse, which is navi- 
gable for oceangoing steamers 500 miler 
above Nanking. 


Farther From Manchuria. 


But by transferring to Nanking the 
Chinese Nationalists would get their 
government farther away from Man- 
churia, always the most formidable 
military province. The Manchus and 
other invading forces caused the erec- 
tion of the great wall with which China 
hoped to check the “barbarians” from 
the north.

Halls Mrs. Lenroot. 


Mrs. Coolidge spotted, in the crowd, 
Mrs. Irvine Lenroot, wife of the former 
senator from Wisconsin, and joyfully 
waved her hand to her. The latter 
thereupon climbed to the platform and 
presented to Mrs. Coolidge a bunch of 
flowers.. A reception committee fol- 
lowed Mrs, Lenroot on the train plate 
form, and after formal greeting Mr. 
Coolidge abandoned the car, walking to 
his automobile between rows of school 
children, 


Mrs. Coolidge remained on the train. 
Col. James F. Coupal, White House 
physician, had recommended that on 
account of the illness from which she 
is only now convalescing she be spared 
the effort of the long drive to Cedar 
Island Lodge. She proceeded therefore 
on the same train to Winnebjou, only 
4 miles from the summer White House, 
while Mr. Coolidge motored there by 
road. 

All Superior was on the streets to- 
day. Many of the leading firms in the 
city had declared the day a holiday, and 
under the bright sunlight the cheering 
throngs along the beflagged and fes- 
tooned streets made today’s reception 
worthy of the greatest Mr. Coolidge has 
ever received. The Chief Executive ap- 
peared conscious of this, and from the 
open car‘in which he was riding he 
smiled and lifted his hat continuously 
‘in response to the applause. 


Triumphal Arch Raised. 


All civic organizations had turned out

Poses for Pictures. 


Cedar Island Lodge stood well out 
in the countryside long before the 
party had actually reached it. The es- 
tate in contrast to most of the s6ur-

}timber. A narrow trail leading off 
from the highway and guarded by a 
company of the Third Infantry regi- 
ment at Fort Snelling, Minn., took 
Presid@nt Coolidge through almost im- 
penetrable plant life to the lodge proper.

DAUGHTER SHARES HONOR 


Topeka, June 15 (A.P.). — Several 
thousand fellow townsmen of Senator 
Charles Curtis showed their pride and 
affection for the vice presidential nom- 
inee of the Republican party in a rous- 
ing reception staged on the State house 
grounds here tonight. 

Accompanied by his son, Harry, Sen- 
ator Curtis motored here immediately 
following his selection by the conven- 
tion at Kansas City. 

In a brief speech the senator said 
his main desire was ‘‘to go to bed.” He 
hadn’t had a night’s sleep in the last 
five days, he said, and “though I spent 
those wakeful nights working for tie 
presidential nomination, I was proud 
to accept the second place on the ticket 
when it was offered to me unsought.” 

“I am glad tonight to be on the 
ticket with that able and experienced 
man, Herbert Hoover,” he declared. 

The reception, arranged on short no- 
tice by chamber of commerce officials, 
was a colorful one, with bands blar- 
ing, torches blazing and camera men 
shooting their flares. The immense 
crowd, filling the south half of the 
State house grounds, cheered § wildly. 
Escorted by a band, State ahd city of- 
ficials, Boy Scouts and the local Na- 
tional Guard, Senator Curtis was es- 
corted from his home through gayly 
decorated and crowd-lined streets to 
the State house grounds, where a plat- 
form had been hastily erected. 

T. M. Lillard, Democratic attorney, 
presided. Senator Arthur Capper, Gov. 
Paulen, Al F. Williams, district attor- 
ney for Kansas, and.Chief Justice Will- 
iam A. Johnston, veteran of the Kansas 
Supreme Court, delivered addresses, 
paying high tribute to the nominee.

NORRIS OUT AGAINST 
THIRD PARTY PLAN

Daughter Speaks for Curtts.

She received perhaps the biggest ova- 
tion of the day. 

The convention adjourned in an ap- 
parently happy frame of mind, the 
delegates again being ready to cheer at 
the slightest provocation. But last 
night’s jubilation over the victory of 
Hoover apparently had dissipated a 
good part of their pep and there was no 
attempt to start any demonstrations 
that required the delegates to parade 
about the hall. 

Most of them were leaving for their 
homes tonight. 


Hoover’s Message Is Read. 


After the final convention session 
had been opened by prayer, Chairman 
Moses read to the delegates the tele- 
gram sent the convention by Mr. 
Hoover, who was described by the 
chairman as “the next President of 
the United States.” 

Many of the delegates listened but 
most of them could not hear, for the 
aisles still were blocked with late ar- 
rivals, and there was a lot of noise as 
they jostled about trying to reach their 
seats. 

The new presidential nominee’s 
words were applauded repeatedly by 
those who did hear, notably when that 
part of the message was read in which 
he said he would stand on the plat- 
form adopted by the convention, and 
when he declared that the party “will 
and must find a sound solution” that 
would bring security and contentment 
to agriculture. 

While the delegates cheered again, 
the chairman then read President Cool- 
ldge’s message of congratulation to the 
new presidential nominee and one from 
Mrs. Coolidge to Mrs. Hoover. 

The day’s work of choosing second 
man on the ticket was delayed by per- 
formance of the routine task of rati- 
fying selections to the new national 
committee. Senator Moses tried his 
best to hasten the proceedings, 


Overrules Vote, and Smiles. 


At one juncture he made a parlia- 
mentary short cut by announcing with 
a loud whack of the gavel that the 
“ayes” had it, when the majority had 
been s0 obviously the other way that 
the chairman himself had to smile and 
the delegates roared good naturedly. 

The national committee roster finally 
disposed of, the convention proceeded 
to hear nominating speeches for the 
Vice Presidency. Alabama, at the head 
o. the roll call, yielded to Connecticut, 
and Senator Bingham, of the latter 
State, took the platform and submitted 
the name of Representative Tilson, Re- 
publican floor leader of the National 
House of Representatives. 

Senator Bingham reviewed at length 
Tilson’s political career and praised his 
record at soldiering in the Spanish War. 

“There is nothing in our platform for 
which he has not been accustomed to 
stand for years,” said the speaker, “and 
he will be at home on it.” 

In her turn Arizona yielded to Idaho, 
and Senator Borah, who pleased the 
delegates yesterday with his speech 
against the McNary-Haugen farm plank, 
went to the platform in a hurricane of 
cheers and nominated Senator Curtis. 


Universally Beloved. 


“He is the mcst universally known 
an« most universally beloved of all the 
public servants in the Congress of the 
United States,” said Borah of his col- 
league from Kansas. “As leader of the 
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Senate, he has disclosed loyalty to the 
administration and devotion to the in- 
terests of the entire country. He is a 
product of the Middle West, but his 
sympathies are as broad as the Nation 
and as deep as the heart of humanity 
itself, 

“For 40 years he has stood in the 
fierce light of the public gaze, and no 
man would dare to c’~"'*ne e'ther his 
patriotism, his integrity or his loyalty 
to the Republican party. In behalf of 
the Middle West, in behalf of the coun- 
try at large, in behalf of all of those 
who believe in the responsible position 
of Vice President of the United States, 
and who would g' maz. ort * all 
that it deserves, I nominate the Hon. 
Charles Curtis, of Kansas.” 

Fully two-thirds of the convention 
rose and cheered as the Idahoan con- 
cluded his short speech and returned 
to his seat.

Gov. Baker Also Declines. 


Taking a leaf from the book of for- 
mer Gov. Osborn of Michigan, Gov. 


Baker followed his nominator on the 
platform with a short speech with- 
drawing his own candidacy and sec- 
onding the nomination of Curtis. 

North Dakota yielded her place on 
the roll call to Wisconsin, and Senator 
Blaine, of that State, announced from 
his place in the Wisconsin delegation 
that his State would make no nomi- 
nating speech,: but would vote for “a 
favorite son.” It was indicated the 
La Follette delegates would support 
Herman kL.

That completed the first roll call for 
nominating speeches.

when she took the platform and made 
a short speech Seconding the now vir- 
tually unopposed Curtis.

He was to have 
been placed in nomination, but when it 
came time on the ‘oll call for this to 
be done, he smiled and announced on 
his own, “New Hampshire passes,” al- 
though no one in .»he New Hampshire 
delegation had said @ word. 


Curtis’ Popularity Show. 


The Kansas man’s popularity with

With Indian Grandmother. 


Today Charles Curtis is not thinking 
of what he has accomplished. His mind 
has harked back to a moonlight night 
on the plains of Kansas when his 


wrinkled old Indian grandmother, Julie 
Poppin, crawled to this mere lad’s side 
around the Indian campfire. 

“Go back to your white ancestors, 
my boy,” she implored. 

For Charles Curtis had fled from his 
father’s relatives in Topeka and re- 
joined the Kaws while they were on 
the march. The boy demurred, he pre- 
ferred the open, free life of the plains. 
He loved Julie Poppin and her devotion 
to her grandson consumed her soul. 

She led her pony to the shadows be- 
yond the campfire, lifted the boy into 
the saddle and Charles Curtis began 
his ride to fame, never again returning 
to his Indians except as a guest. 


At School in Topeka. 


In Topeka Curtis took up his resi- 
dence with his father’s sister, entered 
the public schools and for a few years 
lived the life of a normal American 
boy But Curtis’ is a restless and 
energetic nature. He wished to earn 
his living. He began to sell refresh- 
ments as a “news butcher” at the rail- 
road station after school hours and 
did odd jobs for anybody who would 
employ him. 

His keen knowledge of horses, learn- 
ed on the plains, attracted the atten- 
tion of a race horse man, who employ- 
ed him as jockey. Curtis took to this 
job with’ glee and dyring his several 
years campaigning with horses up and 
down the Western circuits, he shot 
more winners across than any other 
jockey. 

When school time came around, 
aunt had trouble getting him 
the track and into the school room 
; Even itn the school room, the boy’s 
|} mind would wander to the stable and 
' track, until finally, his aunt told him 
| that he could race no more., And thus 
another phase of Curtis’ life was 
closed forever. He raced horses no 
more. 

He then became seriously interested 
in his studies and finished among the 
first of his class. He was chosen to 
make the high school commencement 
oration and did it so well that Mrs. 
A. H. Case, who heard him, persuaded 
her husband, then the most prominent 
lawyer in the section, to let the boy 
study law in his office.

At the 
age of 8, while he was attending an 
Indian mission, the Cheyennes attacked 
the Kaws, and during the thick of the 
battle young Curtis slipped through the 
lines of the Cheyennes, ran and walked 
alone for 57 miles to Topeka to call the 
United States troops.

Rome, June 15 (A.P.).—Herbert: C.

Rome, in the sense that if he is elect- 
ed it presages a continuation of the 
omg so far pursued by the United 

ates 

The nomination was especially in- 
teresting to the Vatican, where it was 
recalled that Mr. Hoover, when chair- 
Man of the committee for the relief 
of Belgium, appealed directly to the 
Pope. It was also recalled that as 
cheirman of the greater relief work 
after the armistice he sent as envoy 
expressiy to Rome with an address to 
the late Pope Benedict XV, who be- 
came the first subscriber to the fund 
for the children of the Near East. 

Perhaps the Italian most interested 
in the Hoover landslide at Kansas City 
is Prince Gelasio Caetani, former Am- 
bassador to Washington. He and Hoo- 
ver worked side by side in China as 
mining engineers many years ago. 
Prince Caetani told the Associated 
Press correspondent that he was great- 
ly pleased at the news. He recalled his 
cordial relations with Hoover in the 
old days, and said he was cabling his 
congratulations, 


Welcomed in France. 


Paris, June 15 (A.P.).—The nomina- 
tion of Herbert C. Hoover as Republican 
candidate for the Presidency was given 
much favorable comment in the after- 
noon papers today. It was breakfast 
time when news of the nomination was 
flashed to Paris and the morning pa- 
pers therefore had no comment. 

For weeks there have been columns 
in all the papers about the man whom 
France knows so well through his food 
relief and other war work. One paper 
in friendly enthusiasm said: “He has 
every chance of replacing Coolidge.” 

The platform resolution on debt set-

London Sees Victory. 


London, June 15 (A.P.).—Herbert 
Hoover has been known so long to 
Great Britain that editorial comment 
in the London morning papers is much 
warmer than customarily has been the 
case with nominees for the Presidency 
who were comparatively unknown here. 
Significant of the general attitude is 
this remark by the Daily News: 

“He has been so friendly to the inter- 
ests of Great Britain and of Europe 
generally that this is likely to be the 
chief count against him in his cam- 
paign.”’ 

The Express makes the same sug- 
gestion, but adds the expectation that 
his knowledge of Great Britain “will 
insure a more sympathetic attitude if 
he becomes leader of the world’s most 
prosperous Nation.” 

In many quarters his election is re- 
garded as fairly certain, and the Daily 
Telegraph concludes its favorable com- 
ment on him by saying that his 
“almost unanimous nomination has 
smoothed the path for a solid, enthu- 
Siastic, and probably victorious cam- 
paign.”’ 

The Chronicle thinks that the choice 
of Hoover was “remarkable because of 
his remarkable personality, and because 
such men as ‘he do not ordinarily 
reach the Presidency by direct consent 
of the party bosses.” 

“Common sense, shrewdness and or- 
ganizing ability” are among the char- 
acteristics ascribed to Mr. Hoover by 
the Daily News, which concludes its 
comment by saying that he is “probably 
the best choice that could be made.” 

The Evening News, commenting edi- 
torially on the nomination of Hoover, 
describes him as “safe, sane and con- 
servative.”

The Republican National Convention 
acted wisely when it nominated Charles 
Curtis for Vice President. Granting that 
other candidates possessed good qualifi- 
cations, it must be admitted that the 
circumstances and the man are most 
suitably conjoined when Senator Curtis 
is made the running mate of Mr. Hoover. 

By temperament and by experience 
‘Senator Curtis is peculiarly fitted to pre- 
side over the Senate. As leader of the 
majority he has acquired a knowledge of 
the Senate’s rules and workings that is 
unsurpassed. His partisanship does not 
take the form of arbitrary or unfair op- 
position. Having in view effective serv- 
ice in the presiding chair, no better choice 
could have been made. 

The chief factor of Senator Curtis’ 
availability, however, is his place of resi- 
‘dence and his relation to agriculture. He 
‘would not have been nominated solely 
because of his fitness to preside over the 
Senate.

A $4,000,000,000 GOVERNMENT. 


The appropriation of more than 3$4,000,- 
000,000 by the last Congress set a mark for 
governmental expenditures that few persons 
have a desire to increase. Nevertheless, the 
‘cost of conducting public affairs is not likely: 


to decrease in the future. The activities of 
the Government are more likely to be ex- 
panded than to shrink, especially in view of 
the demands made by the States upon the 
Government. Efforts toward economy in the 
future must, therefore, be directed both to- 
‘ward moderating present demands and those 
that may arise in the future, 

Recognizing this, the chairman of the House 
committee on expenditures, Representative 
Williamson, of South Dakota, has advocated 
a thorough study of the existing functions of 
the Government with a view to eliminating 
all possible waste. 

‘! believe that proper reorganization of the 
executive departments of the Government may 
be able to reduce our present personnel,” said 
Representative Williamson “and to eliminate 
‘duplication of activities, both within the Fed- 
eral Government itself and in the way of 
duplication of efforts by the Federa] Govern- 
ment and the ‘States, and in other ways to 
effect an annual saving without diminishing 
efficiency of the Government service.” 

- There ought, certainly, to be ample room 
4n this field for study and improvement. 
Slight saving in all departments may make 
an appreciable difference in the total. The 
present appears to be an opportune time to 
“search out such economies, for additions to the 
‘present annual bill of expenditure can not 
‘help but work a hardship.

NOWHERE TO GO. 


The refusal of the Republican National Con- 
vention to incorporate in the platform an in- 
dorsement of the equalization fee as demanded 
by the farmers leaves the agricultural agitators 
in somewhat of a dilemma. The refusai of 
Frank O. Lowden to serve as a medium for 
their protest vote did not ease their situation. 
They were left in the final balloting for the 
presidential nomination with no place to go, 
and they are in the same situation today, 

There is talk of an advance on Houston. 
But what the farmers can hope to obtain from 
the Democrats is hard to Imagine. The back- 
bone of the argument made by the farmers at 
Kansas City was that they wanted agriculture 
taken into the protective tariff system which 
the Republican party has extended to indus- 
try. There were many references to the dis- 
parity between the prosperity of the industrial 
Bast and the agrarian middle West, due to 
the failure of the Republicans to extend to 
the farmers the same measure of protection 
which New England, New York and Pennsyl- 
Vania have enjoyed. 

The farmers’ spokesmen can hardly carry 
these arguments to Houston. They talk of 
swinging the Houston convention to their view 
of farm relief, but in order to do so they will 
have to convert the Democrats to the theory 
of the protective tariff. It may be that the 
Democrats will make some effort to mollify the 
agriculturists, more particularly in view of 
what happened at Kansas City, but the olive 
branch which they extend will have no high 
tariff? resemblance. 

Beyond Houston lies nothing tangible as 
yet. There is to be a meeting in Des Moines 
and another in Chicago to which the embattled 
farmers will be summoned. Mr. Lowden has 
paved the way to respond to any call that such 
gatherings may make, but it is doubtful 
whether they will send for their champion. 
A few men bent upon capitalizing discontent 
can not make a party. 


CHINA UNDER ONE FLAG. 


The taking over of Peking and Tientsin by 
the Chinese Nationalists has been accomplished 
with comparatively little looting and loss of 
life. The stalwart actlonv of Japan at Tsinan, 
followed by warnings from the foreign envoys, 
undoubtedly caused the Nationalist command- 
ers to hold a stiff rein over their troops. The 
northern forces got out before the southerners 
appeared, and thus the anarchy that reigned 
at Nanking was avoided, 

Rivalry among the Nationalist commanders 
threatens to neutralize the effect of the Nation- 
alist triumph. An opportunity is offered to 
the Nationalists to organize a stable govern- 
ment having control of all China within the 
walls, with the ultimate prospect of taking 
over Manchuria and Mongolia without further 
warfare. In order to accomplish this, how- 
ever, there must be teamwork among the com- 
manders, and a readiness to forego private 
advantage for the general good. Such team- 
work and unselfish patriotism are virtually 
unknown in China. The more probable de- 
velopment is a quarrel over power and an out- 
break of strife between Nationalist factions. 

Notwithstanding this probability, however, 
it must be acknowledged that the Nationalists 
have clung together long enough to accomplish 
the great object of the Kuomintang party. 
China is at least under one flag. If the Na- 
tionalists can withstand the test of victory as 
well as they have withstood the test of war- 
fare they will find powerful support in their 
effort to establish a solid government, 


WEALTH FOR PUBLIC GOOD. 


Of late years there has come to be a new 
philosophy of philanthropy. Great fortunes 
have been assembled. New financial giants 
have been created. Formerly their wealth 
would have been passed from father to son, 
the latter now and then increasing his fortune, 
but usually letting it slip through his fingers. 
Today, however, young men of. wealthy parents 
are being trained in the respousibilities that 
great wealth entails. They are being taught, 
not only how to conserve their fortunes, but 
how to spend them wisely and for the benefit 
of humanity. ‘ 

This, however, is but one side of the new 
philosophy of philanthropy. Of recent years 
there have been established great trust funds 
to further scientific knowledge or charitable 
work. The Rockefeller Foundation. for in- 
Stance, under the trained Jeadership of the son 
of its founder extends its influence into numer- 
ous fields of philanthropy and research. The 
Carnegie funds provide for education and the 
promotion of peace. The Guggenheim Fund is 
being utilized actively to promote the progress 
of commercial aviation. These and others are 
working for the good of humanity and at the 
same time preserving to perpetuity the names 
of their creators. 

Men of wealth have an unusual opportunity 
to serve their fellows. Their own needs and 
those of their dependents are not sufficient to 
absorb their fortunes. It is a natural develop- 
ment that men of great wealth should conclude 
that a part of their fortunes should be left to 
the public. No man’s will, if his fortune be 
great, should neglect the charitable and 
philanthropic organizations of his community. 


LIFE FOR FOURTH TERMERS, 


The Baumes law, a New York statute, which 
makes mandatory certain penalties in the case 
of habitual criminals and imposes an auto- 
matic life sentence upon prisoners convicted 
of felony for the fourth time, withdraws all 
discretion from the courts in such cases. This 
has been the interpretation of the law which 
most attorneys have given, but a test case was 
carried recently to the New York Court of 
Appeals and judicial weight has now been 
given to that opinion. ib :

The total of the checks she 
had uttered, was, howéver, less than $400. 

There has been considerable insistence, 
therefore, for modification of such laws in 
order to leave some discretion in the judges. 
It may well be said that the quality of justice 
is strained and tortured when a defendant is 
given life for a minor infraction of the pro- 
hibition law. On the other hand, it must be 
remembered that but for three prior convic- 
tions for felony no such sentence would have 
been obligatory. 

The Baumes law was intended to do two 
things: to curb the habitual criminal and to 
put a check on the sentimentality with which 
law has been administered of late. If it had 
not been that more and more persons are 
turning to the practice of crime as a steady 
means of livelihood and that an increasing 
portion of the population is demanding soft 
treatment for criminals the law would not 
have been necessary. Strict enforcement may 
bring about a change in the criminal view- 
point and of those who would substitute 
petting for punishment. When this has been 
accomplished it may be possible to amend and 
soften the present statutes. They exist now 
because public necessity demands them, 


HIGHER FARES DEMANDED. 


During hearings on the traction merger 
agreement the statement was made upon ser- 
eral occasions that unless favorable action was 
had before the adjournment of Congress the 
Capital Traction Co. would go before the 
Public Utilities Commission with a petition 
for fare increase. The petition has been pre- 
sented, In it the president of the Capital Trac- 
tion Co., John H. Hanna, recites that his 
company has not been able, during the past 
few years, to earn a “fair return” upon the 
value of the properties, and that in justice to 
its stockholders it must now ask for a straight 
8-cent cash fare, or an alternative 10 cents 
cash fare or 4 tokens for 30 cents. Ths 8- 
cent cash fare proposal would raise present 
rates 1 1-3 cents on the token charge, -The 
alternative would raise the cash fare 2 cents 
and the token rate 5-6 cent.

WOMEN AS MOTORISTS. 

No question divides automobilists more 
sharply than the ability of women drivers. 
Critics of the capabilities of women at the 
wheel of a car have shouted so vociferously 
and long that the majority of persons believe 
that men are better and Safer drivers than 
women, Many individuals when they see some 
violation of traffic rules or stupid driving are 
quick to suggest that a woman is at the wheel. 
It is in such fashion that tradition and legend 
grow, oftentimes, without due regard for the 
facts in the case. 

It is interesting to compare statistics cover- 
ing thousands of-accidents in 30 States gath- 
ered by one of the big automobile liability 
companies. The finding is that women drivers 
are involved in only 5 per cent of the accidents. 
Of*course, more men drive cars, but the dis- 
parity between the two classes, if any exists, 
can not be great. An increasing number of 
women not only own cars, but use the family 
machine for the greater portion of the day. 

One conclusion drawn from this study of 
accidents is that the majority of women 
drivers’ accidents occur in hitting parked cars 
and in getting their machines in and out of 
parking spaces. There is a logical explanation 
for this. The process of parking is the one 
form of driving that puts a premium upon 
strength. Any driver who has worked his 
way out of a tight parking space knows that 
the task is exhausting. Women sometimes 
lack the physical strength to manipulate the 
car under such conditions. 

The study upset one popular fallacy. It 
was not shown that any number of accidents 
involving women drivers were caused by in- 
attention, There was nothing to prove that 
a fondness for conversation took the eyes of 
women off the road. It is impossibble, in fact, 
to draw from the figures the conclusion that 
women are prone to any carelessness from 
which men do not also suffer. They have 
fewer accidents, that much is certain—and 
that fact ought to serve as a good answer to 
those who consider them a traffic hazard.

The equipment, 
Which is valued at approximately 
1$0,000, consists of one 1,700-Watt gen- 
erator that will operate three 250-can- 
diepower and two 120-candlepower 
floodlights for use at night fires, in 
dense smoke and in drowning cases; 
one inhalator with two oxygen tanks 
for resuscitation work; 1 hand litter; 
one Red Cross first-aid kit; five gas 
masks; one ammonia mask, and one 
life-saving belt for use in ladder work 
et fires. 

Thus trained and equipped the 
Kensington department will be able to 
efford a county-wide rescue service 
promptly upon notification, Chief 
Rainey said. He said the equipment 
is mounted on a Cadillac chassis, and 
that in case of emergency calls, the 
squad will be able to reach the differ- 
ent communities in the county about 
as follows: Bethesda in 10 minutes;

1: main headquarters of the Republic- 
ans are established tn Chicago, as some 
feaders are urging, it is not improbable 
that he might operate from some coun- 
try estate near that city, delivering 
only a limited number of campaign 
speeches at strategic points. 


Curtis a Vigorous Speaker. 


As for Curtis, although he rarely 
makes an extended speech in the Sen- 
ate, he is Known as a vigorous cam- 
paigner on the stump in his home 
State of Kansas. He makes an old- 
fashioned political speech, frequently 
bluntly worded, and seems to enjoy 
pounding home arguments to a crowd.

Republicans Ignore East,

Houston, Tex., June 15 (A.P.).—The 
Republican party turned its back on 
the East by nominating Herbert Hoover 
and Senator (Charles Curtis, Clem 
Shaver, chairman of the Democratic 
national committee, declared here to- 
day in a preconvention statement. 

“There is no _ precedent for this 
Western Republican ticket,” Mr. Shaver 
said. “It is politically unbalanced and 
seems to ignore the potential voting 
strength the Republican tickets have 
enjoyed in previous years.” 

The farm bogey, Mr. Shaver said, may 
have betrayed the Republicans into a 
serious precampaign mistake. 

“Senator Curtis is true and tried,” 
continued the Democratic leader, “and 
he has proved his adherence to admin- 
istration instructions and policy in 
farm matters during the late years of 
strife, while at the same time he has 
maintained popularity with his con- 
stituents, 

“The nominees should balance each 
other. Mr. Hoover is absolutely color- 
less. To get him to take a stand on 
anything is next to impossible. Yet Mr. 
Hoover is the one man in American 
political life today who has had ample 
opportunity to form personal opinions 
that might be at variance with the 
present foreign policy of the United 
States.” 

Mr. Shaver said that in extending a 
hand to the West with the Hoover 
Curtis ticket, the Republican party 
failed to consider that the electoral 
votes in several Western States are not 
equal to those in a single strong 
Eastern State.

American Medical Association 
Hears Dr. Russell Boles 
at Minneapolis. 


CHAIRMEN ARE ELECTED 


Minneapolis, Minn., June 15 (AP.). 
Chronic appendicitis, recognized by the 
medical profession for decades, today 
was blasted out of existence by Dr. 
Russell 8. Boles, associate professor of 
medicine at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, in a discussion before a 
scientific section of the American 
Medical Association, which concluded 
its annual convention here. 

Dr. Boles declared that operations 
for chronic appendicitis are of no 
avail, citing data collected from ex- 
aminations of thousands of patients. 
He emphasized the certainty of acute 
appendicitis, however, declaring that a 
surgical operation is the only means 
of cure. 

His address was the result of inves- 
tigations made by himself and Dr. John 
S. Garnett, also of the University of 
Pennsylvania, as well as ipformation 
gathered from physicians over the 
country. 

“We are unable to find any combli- 
nation of symptoms to justify a clini- 
cal diagnosis of chronic appendicitis 
that would be cured by removal of 
the appendix,” he said. 

“We are supported in this statemen: 
by the history of the patients studied, 
the lack of value of X-ray diagnosis 
of the condition, and other effects 
concerning the handling of the indi- 
vidual case. 

“The condition usually suspected as 
being chronic appendicitis is not thas 
at all except in a very few cases, when 
there are adhesions causing obstruc- 
tions. The X-ray is of great value ‘'n 
determining this condition.”

RADIO LINKS AUSTRALIA 
CANADA AND AMERICA 


Messages Exchanged Be- 
tween Melbourne and Capi- 
tal for First Time. 


OPEN TO BUSINESS TODAY 


(Associated Press.) 


Establishment of the first direct radio 
circuit between North America and Aus- 
tralia yesterday was heralded by the 
exchange of messages of felicitation by 
the press and government officials of 
the two continents. 

Spanning the vast expanse of the 
Pacific and the great mountains and 
plains of this continent the first mes- 
sages sped by way of the Marconi beam 
radio from Melbourne to Montreal and 
thence by short-wave wireless to the 
New York station of the Radio Corpora- 
tion of Amerifa and on to Washington. 

Frank B. Noyes, president of the Asso- 
ciated Press, was a recipient of one of 
the first radiograms which read: 

“The Melbourne Herald-Sun and al- 
lied publications send greetings to the 
newspapers of America. Science and 
enterprise thus have bridged the Paci- 
fic and have brought our two continents 
into such close contact that almost as 
this message is being tapped out In Aus- 
tralia it is being received by you in 
America. 

“Now we are neighbors indeed, and 
we know that this will mean a better 
exchange of ideas, a better understand- 
ing of cach other's problems. In a few 
years we shall talk to you daily by 
radiophone.” 

In replying, 
said: 

“Cordial thanks for friendly greet- 
ing. The better Australie and the 
United States understand each other's 
ideals and aspirations, the firmer will 
grow the long-time existing friendship 
between the two countries, and noth- 
ing can produce this more than the 
close contact coming from radio com- 
munication.” 

Messages of felicitation also were ex- 
changed by officials of the various 
states in Australia and Secretary of 
Commerce Hoover, Secretary of State 
Kellogg and other Government offi- 
cials. 

The Montreal-Melbourne circuit is 
to be opened today for public busi- 
ness. By use of the new Marconi beam, 
traffic is handled at the rate of 100 
words a minute. 


SOUTH AFRICA JOINS 
~ KELLOGG PEACE PLAN 


Accepts Antiwar Treaty, Mak- 
ing Fifteen Nations; Next 
Step Still in Doubt. 


(Associated Press.) 


‘The Union of South Africa accepted 
yesterday the invitation of Secretary 
Kellogg to participate as an original 
signatory in the treaty for the renuncl- 
ation of war and completed the list of 
fifteen nations, including the United 
States, to signify willingness to enter 
‘into the compact. 

Secretary Kellogg, who proposed the 
treaty last April, has been awgiting the 
acceptance by all of the countries be- 
fore indicating what his next step in 
the negotiations would be, but he 
recently expressed himself as undeter- 
mined as to the next move. It is ex- 
pected, however, an announcement will 
be made shortly. 

South Africa embodied in its accept- 
ance reservations included in the re- 
plies of several other countries. They 
were that the proposed treaty would 
not deprive any party of the right of 
self defense; that a violation by any 
one of the par*tes would free the re- 
mainder from the provisions of the 
treaty, and that South Africa’s particl- 
pation would not interfere with her 
other international obligations.

He was born in Philadelphia and was 
graduated from the University of Penn- 
Sylvania and from Balliol College, Ox- 
ford. He began his diplomatic service 
in 1905 as private secretary to George 
von L. Meyer, then United States Am- 
bassador at St. Petersburg. Later he 
was appointed third secretary of the 
embassy. From St. Petersburg he was 
transferred to Berlin, 

In 1908 Mr. Miles was recalled to act 
as supervisor of foreign mails with the 
Postoffice Department. While acting in 
this capacity he/’assisted in the reor- 
ganization of the parcel post service 
and in writing the first postal savings 
regulation. 

It was during the years of 1913 and 
1916 that he became identified with 
the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce. This was followed by a commis- 
sion of special representative of the 
United States with the rank of min- 
ister plenipotentiary 1n charge of Ger- 
man and Austro-Hungarian prisoners 
of war in Russia. In 1922, after having 
acted as executive secretary of the 
Washington Conference on Limitation 
of Armament, he resigned from the 
State Department and was appointed.

TREASURY RECEIVES 
WAR DEBT PAYMENTS 


Britain, France, Belgium and 
Others Pay $90,757,- 
665 in Day. 


(Associated Press.) 

Payments totaling $90,757,665.01 were 
received yesterday by the Treasury 
from thirteen foreign countries toward 
settlement of their war indebtedness to 
the United States. Great Britain made 
the largest payment, $67,200,000, In the 
form of Treasury notes purchased on 
the American market. The total re- 
ceived from Great Britain constituted 
the eleventh semiannual interest pay- 
ment on the total of that country’s 
debt. 

France paid in cash $11,250,000 on 
the principal of its war debt, while the 
Italian payment of $5,000,000 was its 
third annual installment on its debt 
principal, 

Payments from other countries were: 
Belgium, $3,575,000 as interest and 
installment on principal; Czechoslo- 
vakia, $1,500,000; Esthonia, %100,000; 
Finland, $131,460; Hungary, $29,133.01;

Latvia, $40,000; Lithuania, $82,072;

and Jugoslavia, $200,000. |

When the partner of the player who 
bids for more than game responds with 
a pass, that natufally ends all thought 
of a slam; when the response is a Jump 
in the partner’s suit, showing no side 
Aces, the original bidder may or may 
not feel inclined to continue slam ma- 
neuvers; but when partner makes the 
Ace-indicating sult-bid, the original 
bidder may put in a side-suit bid of his 
own to indicate an Ace or a blank suit. 

The essence of slam bidding is that, 
after slam bidding has started, no mat- 
ter whether a slam contract is reached 
or not, neither partner should leave the 
other in any declaration except the one 
determined upon for the slam; and the 
original bid of more than game is a de- 
termination that the declaration named 
must be the final bid of the side. In the 
vernacular, it “sets” the contract.

Are the chances for success as great 
in small cities as in big ones? 

The chances for heading up large or- 
ganizations with their principal offices 
in the metropolitan cities are probably 
greater if youth will start his executive 
experiencing in smaller cities. The 
chances for obtaining a district man- 
agership for a large corporation or loca] 
representation are greater than obtain- 


ing an equally {mportant position in’ 


the central office of the corporation. 
A boy with a good local reputation 
ought to capitalize his background and 
experience with better results than if 
he threw up everything and went to 
the big city. Contacts with churches, 
clubs and organizations are closer, and 
therefore more beneficial to advance- 
ment in smaller communities than they 
are in the large places.

AR BACK in ancient times we 

know that man kept swine and 

killed them for the flesh Homer, 
who is supposed to have lived 3,000 
years ago, speaks of swine; and 
other olden records prove that the 
animals were tamed af a very early 
period.

The swine kept by so many farmers 
nowadays are descended from “wild 
pigs” or “wild boars” of long ago. 
They have kept up their stock and 
their meat is an important article in 
trade. 

Even to this day there are wild 
boars in some parts of the earth. In 
central Europe and Indla, especially, 
they are hunted for sport. Tame 


| hogs are little to be feared, but the 


wild boar is a fierce enemy if it comes 
to the attack. 

The chief weapon of the boar !s his 
lower tusks, They are rather short, 


SWINE 


jutting forth only about three inches, 
but their points have the sharpness of 
& razor. They are kept sharp by con- 
stant grinding against the upper Jaw. 

The animals are often found travel- 
ing in droves of a dozen or s0. There 
May be several full grown females. 
but only one full grown male. This 
male is the one which we may prop- 
erly call a boar. He is usually about 
3 feet in height, with a weight of 
200 or 300 pounds. 

Wild swine seek out moist places 
where they can wallow in the mud 
and dig up the soil with their 
snouts. They feed chiefly on roots. 
acorns and nuts which fall from 
trees. They sometimes eat dead anl- 
mals which they find, and they have 
been known to dig up fish which were 
lying buried in mud during the dry 
season, 

If a man is walking in a forest 
he is not likely to be attacked by a 
boar, but if he wounds one of the 
animals or runs toward it, he must 
look out for his life. A boar once 
aroused, seems to be afraid of noth- 
ing. It will charge a man on horse- 
back, its tusks greedy for the plunge. 
In the jungles of India, tigers have 
been killed by wild boars, and ele- 
phants have been charged.

GROUPS OF BACTERIA EXPLAINED. 


H'« B. writes: Will you kindly 


tell me once more in your col- 
umn what diseases are caused 

by streptococcus bacteria? 

diseases are caused 


Also, what 
by staphylococcus 
bacteria? 


REPLY. 

Both terms, streptococcus and staphy- 
lococcus, are used in reference to 
groups of bacteria. Any coccus which 
grows in chalns is known as a strep- 
tococcus. When such cocci are seen 
under a microscope they are in rows 
or chains of varying length. Any 
coccus which is seen under the mi- 
croscope to be arranged in clumps may 
be designated as a staphylococcus. 

Therefore, among the _ streptococci 
are several different disease producers 
and some which do oot produce disease 
at all. The same holds true of the 
staphylococcl. 

If we all understand the above, we 
will answer your questions as well as 
they can be in limited space. 

Among the diseases which are pro- 
duced by cocci which are commonly 
placed in the group’ of streptococci are 
the following: Erysipelas, acute endo- 
carditis, streptococcic sore throat, cer- 
tain other forms of tonsillitis, pneu- 
monia, meningitis, shingles, fever blis- 
ters, and probably rheumatism, Many 
cases of puerperal fever, pyemia, blood 
poisoning, and milk leg belong in this 
group. So do scarlet fever and prob- 
ably measles. 

The staphylococc} are responsible for 
boils, abscesses and carbuncles, and 
pimples. ..In all probability many of 
the sore throats, some of the pneu- 
monias, a certain part of the childbed 
fever, and blood poisoning can be 
charged to members of this group.

ATTACKS OF ACIDOSIS. 
Mrs. E. H, writes: For four years 


I have been having intense vomiting | 


spells lasting from 18 to‘48'hours. I 
vomit nothing but bile, and what water 
I drink after each time I vomit. At 
first the attacks were 3 or 4 months 
apart, but now they come frem 2 to 5 
weeks apart. I have pains in my left 
side and heart just before the attack; 
have an uncomfortable feeling all the 
time on the left side just in front of 
the. ribs, and when I get tired it 
really pains, 
REPLY. 


My guess is that you ‘ave attacks of 
acidosis of the variety which is akin to 
the vomiting of pregnancy and the 
acidosis after operations and after tak- 
ing anesthetics. Laboratory examina- 
tions at the time of the attacks should 
either prove or disprove this guess. If 
the guess is correct, you should get 
great benefit from changing some of 
your habits. This applies especially: to 
diet. An anti-acidosis diet in this type 
of trouble is one rich in sugars and 
root starches such as: potatoes, beets, 
turnips, parsnips.

CAPITAL TRACTION CO. PETITIONS 
FOR INCREASED CAR FARE 


CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1 


ing the increase, made the 
rate applicable to both companies. In 


the present situation the circumstances 
are reversed. The Capital Traction Co 
asks for the advance and the Wash- 
ington Railway & Electric Co. refuses 
to join in the petition. It remains to 
be seen whether the present commis- 
sion will do as its predecessor body did 
and grant the increase to the com- 
pany not seeking it as well as to the 
petitioner. 


Citizens Will Oppose. 


Representatives of the citizens asso- | 


Clations announced promptly that they 
would Oppose the increase and demand 
a new valuation. Ralph B. Fleharty, 
people’s counsel, would not commit 
himself. He said that he wanted to 
weigh the merits of the application. 
Members of the commission and its 
staff have indicated repeatedly that if 
either street car company demanded 
an increased fare it could not be denied 
as the commission is directed by law 
to permit a reasonable return on valu- 
ation. A reasonable return is under- 
stood to mean 7 per cent in the view 
of the commission. 

The following is the text of the ap- 
plication filed by John H. Hanna, presi- 
dent of the Capital Traction Co.,: 

“The merger agreement entered into 
between the Capital Traction Co., the 


‘Washington Railway & Electric Co. and 


Mr. Harley P. Wilson, owner of the 
majority of the stock of the Washing- 
ton Rapid Transit. Co., contains the 
following provision: ‘but the existing 
companies shall not be precluded from 
requesting a change in fare if this 
agreement is not approved by the pres- 
ent session of Congress.’ 


Stated at Hearings. 


“During the course of the hearings, 
the statement was made on behalf of 
the Capital Traction Co. that if Con- 
gress failed to approve the merger 
agreement in the session just closed, it 
could no longer postpone application 
for an increased rate of fare without 
seriously jeopardizing the rights of its 
stockholders. 

“Testimony offered to the commis- 
sion during consideration of the mer- 
ger agreement siowed that the Capi- 
tal Traction Co .during the calendar 
year 1927 earneu only 3.88 per centr 
on the fair value of its property as de- 
termined by the court of final resort 
in the District of Columbia. Our rec-

JOBS LACKING, SAYS 
CIVIL SERVICE HEAD 


Upholds Employment of City., 
Virginia and Maryland Resi- 
dents Before Committee. 


DENIES CAPITAL PEOPLE 
ARE GIVEN PREFERENCE 


Decildres. Citizens of Some 
States Do Not Seek Gov- 
ernment Work. 


Maintaining the United States Civil 
Service Commission favors the law for 
apportionment of Federal positions 
among the States on a basis of popu- 
lation and constantly makes efforts to 
maintain equality of apportionment, 
President William C. Deming, of the 
commission, informed the Senate civil 
service committee yesterday that if 
residents of States in arrears are not 
sufficiently interested in positions in 
departmental service here to apply and 
become eligible for them, they can not 
reasonably object if residents of other 
States applying are examined and ap- 
pointed. 

He placed the situation before the 
eommittee opening hearings on a res- 
olution of Senator Heflin, of Ala- 
bama, calling for inquiry into reasons 
why a number of States are below their 
civil service quotas and the District 
of Columbia, Maryland and Virginia 
and some others are in excess of them. 
Senators Dale, of Vermont and Brook- 
hart, of Iowa, also were at the, hearings, 
as well as President Deming and mem- 
bers of his staff. 


No Secret Affair, He Says. 


President Deming further informed 
the committee that the commission had 
made ~.o sec:ct of the disparity ex‘s‘ing 
among the States in numbers of per- 
sons in Federal service, but had pub- 
lished articles about it and issued bi- 
monthly bulletins showing the exact 
distribution among the States. 

Replying to Senator Heflin’s query 
whether the law should be changed to 
specify that Statcs must not wave more 
than a certain number of employes, 
President Deming said that probably 
the most immediate method of equaliz- 
ing the apportionment would be to 
close examinations to people of Mary- 
land, the District, Virginia and other 
States when they hve more than their 
quota, but that such a rule might 
hamper the commission in obtaining 
eligibles to fill vacancies as they oc- 
curred. 

Senator Brookhart, cf Iowa, expressed 
the belief that if information was fur- 
nished to county officers in States in 
arrears it would help, and Senator Hef- 
lin seconded this opinion. Senator 
Dale, of Vermont, suggestec the com- 
mission furnish the committee report 
as to numbers of persons on eligible 
lists from States in arrears. 


Hearing to Continue Toda’. 


President Deming denied reports that 
there are eligibles awaiting action, but 
that those from the District, Virginia 
end Maryland are constantly favored 

Senator Heflin, who brought up this 
report, also asked the commission to 
furnish information regarding how 
many persons have been separated from 
the service from States in arrears since 
the war and how many District people 
have been appointed since the war. 

While the resolution before the com- 
mittee also calls for information re- 
garding alleged illegal dismissals, 
Deming explained that the chief duty 
of the commission was to furnish 
eligibles and that its jurisdiction rela- 
tive to separations was limited to in- 
stances where certain conditions ex- 
isted. The hearing will resume this 
morning at 10 o’clock.

HOTELS TAKE HACK 
ORDER INTO COURT 


Declare Stands Fixed by City 
Heads are Nuisance to 
Their Guests. 


The District Commissioners, who Is- 
sued an order dated June 1 establish- 
ing public hackstands in front of cer- 
tain downtown hotels, were cited yes- 
terday by Justice Hitz in Equity Court 
to appear June 22 to show cause why 
the order should not be rescinded. 

Complaint was made by the Powha- 
tan Hotel Corporation, the National 
Capitol Hote] Corporation, which op- 
erates the Hotel Washington; the Cap- 
itol Hotel Co., which operates the new 
Willard, and the Raleigh Hotel Co. that 
these hackstands are a nuisance, and 
they ask that injunctions Issue 
to prevent the execution of the order 
establishing them. 

Through Attorneys Colladay and Mc- 
Garraghy the hotel concerns state that 
some of thelr most desirable rooms face 
the streets and overlook the hack- 
stands, which will be operated 24 hours 
a day and annoy the guests by smoke, 
running motors, squeaking brakes, un- 
wholesome gases Of combustion and 
other disagreeable nolses and events. 

It is also averred that the parking 
of public vehicles at these stands will 
interfere with incoming and outgoing 
guests and hamper the delivery of ho- 
tel supplies and equipment. 

The Raleigh Hotel Co. says that the 
coal chute by which it receives its daily 
supply of fuel is opposite the hack- 
stand and will serjously interfere with 
the unloadin~ of coal.
